They have had no 
fetilizer this season but \have been 
carcfully weeded and hoed. They are 
fruiting abundantly, about a box of 
berries to a plant.

Fruit Canning Industry 


Canning and Preserving of Fruits is 
Rapidly Growing in ; 
‘ = Canada : 

Although of comparatively recent 
origin, the canning and preserving of 
fruits in Canada have developed into 
important industries and are still 
growing rapidly. At the end of 1918 
according to the Dominion bureau of 
statistics, there were throughout the 
Dominion 253 such plants in opera- 
tion. - 

There are 130 canning plants in 
Canada located as follows:—Ontario 
88, Quebec 19, British Columbia 15, 
New Brunswick 6, Nova Scotia 2. 
There are 94 plants in which the 
evaporated process is used. Of 
these Ontario has 78, British Colum- 
bia 8, Nova Scotia 7; New Brunswick 
1. There are also 29 for the preserv- 
ing of vegetables, of which Ontario 
has 18, British Columbia 6, Alberta 2, 
Quebec 2, and Manitoba 1. 

The total amount invested in the 
combined industries is given as $16,- 
252,986, of which $4,969,105 is in land, 
buildings and fixtures; $2,945,016 in 
machinery and tools; $6,123,809 in 
materials on hand, and $2,275,056 in 
cash accounts, etc. The number of 
employees is returned at 4,795, and 
the wages and salaries paid for the 
year $2,834,237. The total cost at the 
works of the materials used during 
this year was $15,019,746, and the to- 
tal value of the products of the 
plants $23,685,467.

Last month 40,000 of 
these suits were imported by a firm 
of transport agents from Germany 
via Holland, and another  consign- 
ment of 5,000 is on the way. Fur- 
ther consignments are expected to 
arrive at frequent intervals. 

A Targe number of the suits have 
been re-exported to India and South 
Africa, but some merchants in Lon- 
don are of the opinion that in view 
of the present high prices of clothing 
there are wide possibilities in paper 
suits, especially in industrial districts 
if they could be cut mora in the Eng- 
lish style and to English tastes. 

The agents who are dealing in 
these suits state that by buying un- 
der the present rate of exchange it 
is possible far a man to purchase a 
new suit once a week, and that over 
a period of twelve months the entire 
cost would be less than the price of 
one single English suit.

Pro- 
Exhibition, Dr. the 
Dominion minister of agriculture, 
laid emphasis npon the fact that, de- 
spite a steady and really large  in- 
crease in acreage under cultivation in 
Canada during the last ten years, 
there had been a marked ialhing off 
in yield per acre, with the result, that 
the farm production of the country 
had not grown in volume to the ex- 
tent that might #iwe been expected 
from the increase in acreage placed 
in crop.

Cominenting on this disappointing 
result the Federal minister of agrictn- 
ture said: “An increase of three bush- 
els to the acre in the production of 

_wheat in Canada would mean an an- 
re ‘nual increase of over $118,00,000, and 

over $500,000,000 could be added to 
{ the wealth of the country every year 
if the farmers would exercise more 
intelligence and enterprise in their 
agricultural operations.” 

These are starting figures even in 
this age when we have become ac- 
customed to reckoning things in the 
millions of dollars. And Dr. Tolmic 
was speaking by the book; the offic- 
ial statistics of Dominion and prov- 
incial governments bear out the as- 
sertions he made. ; 


It is assuredly in the interest, not 
only of the country as a whole, but 
in the interest of the individual farm- 
er that the causes of this decline in 
yield per acre should be ascertained 
and steps taken to check its further 
progress and to bring about a steady 
increase in yield. There is far more 
money, and infinitely larger profits, in 
increasing the yield per acre than in 
largely increasing the number of 
acres in crop which produce a com- 
paratively small yield. , 

Dr. Tolmie suggested certain re- 
medies. First, a large increase in 
yield can be obtained from a more 
general use of good seed. ‘Second, an 
intelligent rotation of crops will in- 
evitably produce larger yields. Tgird, 
the introduction of more live stock 
on the farm will ytend to the same 
much desired end. 


There are other points which Dr. 
Tolmie did not dwell upon, but which 
must suggest themselves to any per- 
son journeying through the grain 
fields of the West and along our 
country roads. First and foremost 
there is the question of weeds. West- 
ern farmers spend huge sums of 
money annually in hail insurance 
premiums, but the annual loss from 
hail is but small in comparison with 
the annual loss resulting from the 
decreased yield because of weeds. 
Thousands of dollars are spent/an- 
nually in fighting the gophers, and in 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan this year

Monaco is the smallest nation on 
earth, according to statistics recently 
gathered.

It is situated on 
the Mediterranean. The prince’ was 
absolute ruler until 1911, when a re- 
presentptive government was set up. 
San Marino claims to be the oldest 
state in Europe. It has thirty square 
miles of territory and 11,513 inhab- 
itants. Lichtenstein, a small princi- 
pality in the western border of Switz- 
erland, has a population of only 10,- 
716, while Andorra, located between 
France and Spain, has only 5,231 in- 
habitants.

PREMIER SPEAKS 
ON IMPORTANGE 
OF THE PRESS 


= een 


Ottawa.—Speaking before a gath- 
ering which included his excellency 
the governor-general, members of the 
government and of parliament, dele- 
gates to the imperial press conference 
from the four corners of the empire, 
and others prominent in the life of 
the Dominion Premier Arthur Meigh- 
en entnciated the principal, which, in 
his opinion, should govern the writ- 
érs and, distributors of news. 

“The distribution of news is now 
the greatest trust in the whole body 
demiocratie,” he declared. “The op- 
portunities for good are infinite, the 
possibilities of mischief are just as 
vast. In my way of looking at it, 
there is only one motto an editor 
needs to bother much about and that 
is to tell the truth. For a good news- 
paperman, I think there is only one 
proverb, “the truth shall make you 
free.” 

Mr. Meighen explained to the gath- 
ering that there were a number of 
ways in which newspapermen might 
fail to live up to the spirit of this 
principle. Misstatements might be 
made, understatements or overstate- 
ments published, but the favorite 
method, he declared, was the half- 
truth. Certain facts were torn from 
other facts of possibly greater im- 
portance and featured, with the result 
that a wrong ifhpression was made on 
the public mind. He made a plea 
for the better presentation of the 
facts in the press, declaring that they 
had a work to perform which was of 
vital concern to the community as 
government itself. 

The prime minister asked support 
fo. the League of Nations. “Let us 
lay hold on every instrument and 
organization which makes for peace 
and give it our help,” he said. “Let 
us engourage the league of nations. 
Canada intends to do her full part 
in the work of making it. succeed.” 
He said there never was such over- 
whelming necessity a8 how to direct 
the currents of British opinion dnd 
expression towards the end of peace 
and goodwill among men, as there 
was today. 


Coast to Coast by Plane 


Progressing With Survey of The 
Cross Canada Air

Winnipeg.— Surveying of a coast 
to-coast, aerial route for commercial 
aviation, recently undertaken by the 
Dominion government, is practically 
completed in certain districts and 
within a year’s time, trans-Canada 
flying will be inaugurated, according 
to the statement of Major R. D.

A notable exception was a furious 
outburst by Joseph Devlin, Nation- 
alist member from Belfast, who de- 
fied the authority of the house to 
bring him to order, and precipitated 
an exciting scene, as a result of 
which he was suspended. He stalked 
out, followed by all the other Irish 
members, and almost the entire labor 
representation. 

For a time it seemed as though 
there "was no way for suppressing 
Mr. Devlin except removing him bod- 
ily. He unloosed a flood of invect- 
ives_against the bill, demanded that 
Lloyd George be summoned to “share 
responsibility for this imiquitaus inea- 


sure,” and vehementiy asserted there- 
in the premicr’s absence was that he 
might “concoct another war with 
Russia.” - 

From the government benches, 
cries of “Order, order,” arose with 
adinonitions to respect the house. 

Mr. Devlin shouted in reply, “I 
have no respect for the house; I de- 


spise it.” 

Bedlam then broke out. When the 
chairman finally managed to make 
himself heard he severely admonished 
Mr. Devlin, threatening to expel him 
from the chamber if he continued to 
ignore the authority of the chair. 
Devlin, who had now worked himself 
up to a high-.pitch, continued defiant 
whereupon the chairman called on 
the scrgeant-at-arms to remove him 
He refused to budge and the chair- 
man found it neccessary to summon 
the speaker, who was absent, as the 
house was sitting in conmmittee. 

The sergeant-at-arms placed a huge 
formidable looking mace on_ the 
chairman's table. The galleries anti- 
cipated rough and tumble develop- 
ments, 


“Bring on the army of occupation,” 
shouted Mr. Devlin, but he calmed 
down when the speaker, impressive in 
wig and gown, eniered the chamber 
and. with dignity, seated himself on 
the dais. He was acquainted with 
Mr. Devlin’s conduct and put a mo- 
tion to the house to suspend hith. 

Devlin appeared to take the sen- 
tence philosophically, and when the 
vote on the motion to suspend him 
was announced, he walked out 
rapidly before the speaker could con- 
clude the request that he leave. The 
ensuing exodus of Irish members and 
labor champions left only a handful 
of Liberals to continue the fight on 
the bill.and there was no further 
excitement until application of clos- 
ure met with angry shoults of “gag- 
ged.”
